No Specific Charter 
Authority To Answer 
Out Of City Fire Calls 


City Attorney Claude Jones 
has advised the City Commis- 
sion that “the charter of the 
city of Belle Glade does not 
specifically authorize the city 
to fight fires in unjncorporated 
areas beyond the municipal li- 
mits.” 

He also points out that, “there 
is legal authority, even though 
not universal, to the effect that 
the doing of an act by an offic- 
er of the City which that officer 
ought not to do at all, such as 
an act that is beyond the scope 
of that officer’s authority, con- 
stitutes malfeasance and creates 
a personal lability.”

Back Country Paradise 

Have you ever yearned for 
the back country fishing of 
yesteryear? Me too, so the wife 
and I took a trip to the Tropical 
Fish Camp which lies fourteen 
miles West of Okeechobee along 
Rt. 70. At the enterance of the 
Jane that approaches the camp 
you travel seven miles due 
north to nature in the raw to 
опе of the most beautiful fish- 
ing camp settings you will find 
in all of Florida. Its rustic na- 
tural beauty will fascinate you 
as you approach the beautiful 
Kissimmee River and Tropical 
Fish Camp. 

‘There we were greeted by the 
charming hostess Velva Elliott. 
Without knowing who we were 
she made both my wife and 
I feel we were among friends. 
And in a few minutes we knew 
we were. Coffee was served 
and immediately the conversa- 
tion settled to fishing and the 
conditions of the weather which 
spelled rain. So no fishing. But 
the conversation was ап еп- 
fightening one as we were 
shown the 11 pound 1 ounce 
bass they had in the freezer. 
What a bass, right away I was 
all for going on ‘the river in 
quest of a bass like that but 
the rain still pelted the roof so 
we made plans for another day 
with favorable weather condi- 
tions. 

James Smith the other half of 
the partnership wasn’t at home 
but his son Don Smith and B. 
Elliott were on hand to offer 
any information we needed. 
You see these two able bodied 
outdoorsmen are also considered 
the best guides in the area and 
and take on guiding at no set 
rate to insure your catch if you 
so desire. Of course a guide isn't 
considered a necessity as there 
is little chance of getting lost. 

Trailer parking with a boat 

ramp and camping facilities 
round out the camp of eight 
cottages that can accomodate 
from eight to twenty-eight 
people at one time.

lunker bass. And with the river 
running from six to thirty feet 
in depth at places there are bass 
so big they test your skill to 
try to land them. Lets say they 
challenge you. Next time you 
want to fish Florida at its na- 
tural best, try this place. 
Tackle Talk 

Lures come and go, but some 
leave there imprint on the fish- 
ermen and the lure buying pub- 
lic. When a lure adds up to suc- 
cessful fishing by putting more 
fish on the stringer, thats proof 
that this lure is here ‘to stay. 
Such is the case of a new lure 
recently introduced into this 
area by way of testing and re- 
search. Now this is no secret 


lure and unfortunately there 
are none in the area to be 
bought but you will get the 
story straight from the horses 
mouth. 

The lure in question is the 
Weedless Marathon Rattle 
Spoon put out by the Marathon 
Bait Co., of Wausau, Wis. 

While we all know that any 
weedless spoon produces best 
with a trailer or pork strip, this 
Marathon Spoon has two smal- 
lef trailer blades to take the 
place of a pork strip and these 
are permanent. So you fish all 
day and gain next day or next 
week without having the messy 
adding and taking off of the 
pork strip. So- you save money 
and fish the clean way. Artific- 
ially all the way. And catch 
more fish, Watch your local 
tackle stores for their arrival. 

Recently I overheard a fel- 
low telling of the big bass he 
Һай lost while fishing with a 
live shiner. On further ques- 
tioning he boasted that he fish- 
ed an eight pound mono line 
on a cane pole and figured he 
was Ultra Light fishing. The 
whole approach is crazy. First 
off the fellow was after meat or 
he wouldn't have used shiners. 
Second he should have been us- 
ing a fifteen or twenty pound 
line to compensate for lilly pads 
and snags. And while using 
sizeable shiners your most apt 
to hook a sizeable bass deep in 
his gullett. So why loose him 
through a line too light to do 
the job; he will just die any- 
way. Truthfully there is no such 
a thing as Ultra-Light fishing 
with shiners. Its either one or 
the other, 

A lot has been said about the 
water skier. Recently I saw 
two fishermen in different boats 
take up a fishing position where 
some young water skiers were 
having a ball, These two boats 
blocked their waterway so they 
had to give up their sport while 
these two ‘persistent fishermen 
wasted over three hours with- 
out catching a fish. Serves them 
right. And don't blame the wat- 
er skiers for your bad luck. 
You two were fishing in thirty 
feet of water with surface lures 
what did you expect or were 
you just trying to be contrary? 

Over heard at a fish camp 
last week . . . Last week I had 
the limit five days in a row 
sand this week I can't. seem to 
catch over five or six per day. 
How many do you want? 

Johnny Adams from Clewis- 
ton recent] ycaught five tarpon 
fishing out of Marco He brought 
two home for mounting just 
under 18 inches each. This 
should make a beautiful dis- 
play. Oh he had one over five 
feet which he released along 
with two more under three feet. 
All tarpon taken on the Atom 
Surface plug.

Peter Vanderwicken, listed as 
Staff Reporter of the Wall

The census 
in 1930 gave Belle Glade a pop- 
ulation of 926, but in the spring 
of 1928 it was probably less 
than’ 500, still, it had 209 re- 
gistered voters.

It 
couldn’t ‘assess taxes so there 
vere no salaried employees.

Julian Griggs who has direct- 
ed the Florida Christian Minis- 
try to Migrants program at 
Osceola Center for 10 years will 
take a year's leave of absence to 
serve as American Representa- 
tive of the Canadian Peace Re- 
search Institute. The Griggs 
family will move to Toronto in 
late November. 

Wilbur Rittenhouse will be 
in charge of this continuing pro- 
Kram at Osceola. 

‘The Canadian Peace Research 
Institute was founded by Dr, 
Norman Alcock, nuclear physic- 
ist whose research resulted їп an 
atomic device which was used to 
measure the welds in the Naut- 
illus submarine to precision 
thicknesses. Seeing the trap to- 
ward which humanity is head- 
ing in a nuclear arms race, Al- 
cock turned his back on a pro- 
fitable and promising career to 
push peace research. 

"Мг, Griggs outlined the basic 

dea as this: Dpgged, persistant 
scientific research has brought 
great progress in industry, med- 
icine, war weapons and ра 
exploration. If similar money 
and minds were to be turned 
loose on the peace- war pro- 
blem, new weapons inspection 
devices, new ways to prevent 


war might be discovered, 
How is research money divid- 
ed now? .. . 90 percent goes'for 


physical science, 9 percent into 
biological and medical, less than 
1 percent goes for social science 
research, and only a tiny frac- 
tion of this 1 percent goes for 
international relations research. 
This imbalance is one of the 
tragedies of our time, Мг. Griggs 
raid. “We need Peace Research 
Centers comparable to the great 
institutes of technology. Alcock 
envisions 20 institutes in as 
many countries. Such ап insti- 
tute has just been established 
in Washington, D. C. James 
Wadsworth, former Ambassa 
dor to the U. Nj-is President.
